A CRISIS APPROACHING. IN rae | 
SENATE. 


THE FORCE BILL WILL COME UP. 


The Hand of the Administration Still Press- 
ing Hard on the Weak Brethren—A 
Socialistic Question, 


WASHINGTON, January 4.—[Special.]|—The 
force bill fight cannot last more than ten 
days. 

In that time it will either pass the senate or 

be killed. 
. Harrison is exerting every effort of the 
adininistration to pass the measure. He has 
whipped all the republican senators in line 
except Stewart, Tetler, Walcott, Washburn 
and Stanford, and, if the bill is liberally 
amended, the two latter will go with their 
party. 

The programme for the week is to commence 
Tuesday continuous day and night sessions 
to tire the democrats out. This failing, as it 
wil], then about Friday the gag rule will be 
brought fourth, and an attempt to pass it will 
be made. The only hope of the democrats, 
now, is to defeat the adoption of this rule. 

Hoar and Edmunds have. however, tele- 
graphed to all absentees to be here. Ingalls 
will come Monday and nearly all are expected 
by Tuesday. The tight during the coming 
week will be full of interest. 

IN THE HOUSE. 

In the house tomorrow, the first Monday of 
the month, is “individual suspension day,”’ 
and members will be given an opportunity to 
pass measures of local interest. Chairman 
Farquhar, of the merchant marine and fisher- 
ies committee, will call up the shipping bill 

. Tuesday. Its friends propose to allow two days 
for its consideration, but a determined effort wi!! 
be made by the opposition to defer final action 
on the bill as long as possible in the hope of 
defeating it in this manner without running 
the risk of a final vote on the passage of the 
hill. 

There isa prospect that the consideration 
of the shipping bill may be antagonized by the 
appropriation bills, and that the former meas- 
ure may not secure the floor. Friday will be 
devoted to bills on the private calendar. It 
is expected to fall in any time during the week 
not devoted to the shipping bill and to special 
orders, with appropriation bills, four of which 
are on the calendar awaiting con- 
sideration. Chairman Cutcheon, of the 
military affairs committee, ‘ having the 
tight of way with the army appropriation. 

The Leaders Meet. 

The democratic leaders of the two houses 
beld a conference last night, at which the 
chances of the passage of the force bill were 
discussed at length. It was the opinion of the 
ienators present that the republican senators 
would try a few all night sessions this week, 
and when they have demonstrated that there 
isno chance of securing a vote by that means 
then they will attempt to adopt the gag rule. 
It was, however, agreed that when they at- 
tem pted to put through a_— gag 

Tule, they would be forced to have 
a quorum of their own with 
which to do it. In other words, thedemo- 
trats will walk out of the senate, if necessary, 


THE HOUSE MUST ASSIST. 

It was also agreed at the conference that 
the democratic leaders of the heuse should see 
that there was no undue haste in that body. 
In other words, they have determined to force 
an extra session, urless the republicans will 
abandon all idea of passing the force bill. 

Senator Sherman, of Ohio, said today that 
the republicans of Ohio would nominate Mr. 
McKinley as their next candidate for governor. 
Sherman has given up all idea of ever being 
president, and if McKinley is elected governor 
of Ohio by a good majority, then Sherman will 
support him for the presidential nomination. 

Members Returning. 
Nearly all the members who went home 
for Christmas returned today, Mr. Can- 
dlier, however, was the only one of the 
absent Georgians to return, the others are 
expected tomorrow. Many of the new Georgia 
congressmen-elect are expected here within 
the next ten days. 
Three New Congressmen. 

The senate committee on census has decided 
to make the apportionment bill provide for 159 
members of the liouse, instead of 156 as _pro- 
vided forin the bill that passed the house. 
The senate will probably pass it in this shape, 
and then the house will do likewise. The 
three additional members to those provided 
for' in’ the honse bill will goto Arkansas, 
Minnesota and New York.

The writer 
attacks the greed of men who are using modern 
appliances to steal away the jiabor which 
sheuld be left for the hands of men, making 
the rich richer, and the poor poorer. -He 

‘goes on to ask: 

Where are the old grist mills which ground’ 
up the wheat of our fathers without any patent 
‘elimination of the gluten that thé Creator had 
made indispensible to man for nerve food? 
The present patent roller processes, giving us 
only the starch, as though they would 
say they are more intelligent than God, 
has kept the 1ace up to this century from being 
the victims of neuralgic, dyspeptic, paralytic 
nemesis to their departure frem the simples of 

primitive man to the compounds of this age, 
which requires 100,000 doctors to physic 60,000,- 
000 people. 

And what is the real reason? The aceunmn- 
lation of wealth at the expense of the life of 
the people. 

Where is the oid system of farming, its fal- 
Jow land, rotation of crops, its fibrous manures, 
its work fort its laborers 513 days in the year? 
All gone into the voracious maw of the man 
who plants wheat by steam and electricity 
year after fear (or corn, as it may be), until 
the particular food taken up by the plant be- 
comes utterly exhausted instead of rotating 
crops, that one element may be renewed while 
another is being used. For this cause also we 
are indebted to the influx of pests of insecti- 
vora. 

What can be more false or destructive to the 
race than the gleaning and marketing all the 
crops by machinery immediately instead of by 
the slower metliod of the flail and hand fan, 
which would keep our laborers employed all 
the finstead of six or eight months at 
farthest? What has become of the oid custom 
of allowing the poor to giean the fallen ears 

~ after the shocks are carted to the stack? Gone 
into the greedy claws of the rake, which takes 
no thought for the poor and nvedy. Whathas 
become of the old system of making all {he 
straw into manure to be returned to the land? 
Gone into the superficial or artificial fertilizer 
company’s bags of ground stone, deodorized 
blood, bones dessicated with more than their 
own weight of muriatic acid, ground phos- 
phates and other trash, into which is injected 
enough ammonia to cause a crop to spring UP,» 
but at the expense of the disintegration of 
whatever is alkaline or alluvial. Thousands 
of our modérn farmers have no more sense 
than to add to the expense of labor $40 to $60 
acre for these manures, which increase

y About the Desti- 
Ireland. 

Dunwiin, Januarf4.—The earl of Zetland, 
viceroy of Ireland and Chief Secretary Bal- 
four signed a declaration whieh has been issued 
on the condition of the nor Dagrestom Ireland. 
The declaration says: ‘‘Poverty is chronic in 
some districts, and will, if the people are not 
aided, reach a stage of acute distress during 
the winter and spring. There is neither a 
resident gentry norasubstantial middle class 
to give employment, norare there charitable 
organizations to aid those who are unable to! 
aid themselves. Outdoor relief, except in 
cases of emergency, cannot legally be ad- 
ministered, except to persons holding over a 
quarter ofan acre of iand. Although none 
acquainted with the history of the Irish -poor 
law would regard the lapsing of this rule as 
other than a public calamity, its maintenance 
undoubtedly limits the capacity to deal with 
periods of exceptional distress 

The position thns created leaves part of the 
social organism sick at ell times, stricken with 
disease from which, without extraneous help, 
it has no power to rally. 

‘*The question is not whether méney ought 
to be given, but how it ought to be given; to 
what class, and for what special purposes. 
Charity ill administered injures the recipients 
everywhere, but is especially injurious in those 
parts with which weare concerned. Every- 
where the injury may be confined toa class 
relatively small, but in the worst portions of 
the congested districts, a whole community 
may be affected. All are poor, all can plausi- 
bly appeal for aid, and help recklessly given in 
response may infect whole -townships 
With the vices and weaknesses of professional 
mendicancy. We have spoken of this matter 
to priests and others acquainted with the con- 
dition of the people. There was not one of 
thei, however, keenly though they may have 
felt the sufferings of those amongst whom 
they lived, who did not admit the pérmanent 
effects that foljgied fom .much. charitable 
expenditure Wit ea 

“Regarding vy for help, it is needful 
to say the tales of distress need not be taken 
as anthentic, because they are couched in 
strong language and séem to come from well- 
informed quarters. The desire to stimulate 
tlagging charity has been a fruitful source of 
exaggeration. Wedonot know that there is 
any reason to suppose that in Ireland this ten- 
dency is likeiy to be controlled by the long es- 
tablished habits of severe and disciplined ac- 
curacy. Itisnot easy adequately to check 
such statements, even by personal ob- 
servation, aided by stacistics however accurate. 

‘‘In regard to the failure of the potato 
crop, the -small occupiers in the west 
seem, at first sight, all to hve mach in the 
same way. They are lodged inthe same cab- 
ins, cultivate the same kind of holdings, and 
are clothed with the same kind of dress. It 
would be natural to conclude that in all places 
where the failure of the crop is the same, 
the distress is the same. But 
such is not the case. In no 
district does the bulk of the community live 
wholly on the potato. Every. district has 
means of livelihood independeut of the culti- 
vation of the pota‘o, such as fishing, labor in 
England, cottage industries, kelp-making and 
the sales of farm stock. The degree of the 
failure of the potato crop is therefore, by 
itself, a misleading guide to the degree of dis- 
tress existing among the people: The other 
elements in the finding of the position of the 
people are the amount of their savings and 
their debt and credit with loeal trademen. 
Furthermore, in the organization of any plan 
of gratuitous assistance, caution is necessary 
in order that it shall not interfere with the 
system of railway relief works. Several thous- 
and pounds weekly are distributed in the form of 
wages in the districts most in need. Those 
getting wages through work, ought not get 
charity without it. 

“The cenclusious we come to are that 
charitable aid ought te be confined, first, to 
fainilies which are in serious want, and which, 
having no able-bodied person among them, 
cannot derive any benefit from public relief 
works; second, to providing means in schools 
for the children attending thein; and third, to 
supplving clothes for children unable to pro- 
cure them elsewhere. These forms of assist- 
ance are less liable to abuse than others.’’ 

The declaration proceeds to discuss the 
requisites for a good distribution of 
aid among the poor. Authority for 
such distribution, it says, should be single, for 
the vesting of this authority in more than one 
person would cause confusion as to the areas 
and inequality of resources, and would lead to 
no rational adjustment between the needs and 
the means. A single distributing authority 
ought to command ail the available means of 
information as to the condition of the people 
throughout the country. ‘The declaration con- 
cludes: 

‘+ +o those whothink that we, who can obtain 
the services of the poor law inspectors, the 
school inspectors, the relieving ofticers, the 
resident magistrates, the police and others res- 
ident in the localities affected, and who 
already are officially responsible for the re- 
lief works, far exceeding anything that 
charity is likely to affect, to those 
who think we are better equipped for carrying 
out this work than persons not having those 
advantages, we offer to undertake the manage- 
ment of the distribution of any fund so en- 
trusted to us. We believe that money so 
spent will be well spent. 

“All assistance in the shape of food or 
@othing through this channel, or any other, 
which reaches the children and helpless per- 
sons, will lighten or remove mach imnmediate 
suffering, without exaggerating the ehronic 
evils reyuiring different and continuous treat- 
ment for a permanentecure. Subscriptions and 
clothing wil] be received by the countess of 
Zetiand at the vice regal lodge, Miss Batfour, 
at the chief secretary's lodge, or by the 
viceroy or Mr. Balfour.”’

AN EDITOR TALKS. 

In a conversation with Colonel W. P. Tom- 
linson, editor of The Kansas Democrat, the 
leading party organ of this state, he 
said: “Kansas will not be for Mr. 

I am very 
certain that we will secure a part, if not all the 
delegation for Governor Hill. I consider him 
the best representative of the democratic party 
today, and that he can carry New York there 
is not a question of doubt.

What the Alliance Is Doing. 

At a meeting of the Kansas State Alliance 
held immediately after the November  elec- 
tion, several committees were appoifited to 
investigate and report on matters of in- 
terest to the alliance, and to make such 
recommendations to the Jegislature as might 
be deemed advisable. One of these was a 
committee on “needful legislation,’’ with 
Sam P. Jones as chairman. Mr. Jones has 
concluded his report, which will be made 
public on the assembling of the legislature, 
January 15th. This committee drafted seven- 
teen planks, which are now being discussed 
in the stiballiances throughout the state. 
They are being generally adopted, as the re- 
ports to the headquarters in this city show. 

The first and most important of all is an in- 
struction to every member of the legislature 
elected by the alliance to vote against John J. 
Ingalls for United States senator. This is an 
imperative demand, and it is given out that 
such alliance members as are considered doubt- 
ful will be hedged about by “homeinfiuences.’’ 
These intltuences will consist of a committee of 
five or six neighbors who will be detailed to 
keep watch over the members and see that he 
is kept away from “‘enterprising republicans” 
whe are looking around for a few alliance 
votes for Senator Ingalls. 

An extension of the stay law toa period of 
two years is the second recommendation. This 
measure Will be pushed by the alliance, but 
bitterly opposed by the republican senate and 
republican members in the house. Such alaw 
would seriously cripple the credit of the state, 
and would be the cause of withdrawing many 
thousand dollars :-riow’ invested in farm 
mortgages. The injury which would come 
from such legislation would affect the farmers 
more than any other class. 

Another very radical measure is recom- 
mended. Itisaredemption law, giving the 
mortgagor three years in which toredeem land, 
not excceeding 325 acres,jsold under forecles- 
sure. This measure will be strenuously op- 
posed by the republicans who will be rein-

who have thousands of dollars in Kansas 
securities. 

The chattei-mortgage law is to be revised, 
and a law passed requiring the mortgatee to 
pay his proportionate part of thetaxes. It is 
thought that the republicans will offer ob- 
jections to this measure. 

The sixth recommendation will meet with 
the united opposition of every banker and 
money-loaner in the state, as well as from 
eastern investors who hoid equities in Kansas 
lands tothe value of hundreds of thousands of 
doilars. This committee demands a reduction 
oi the rate of interest to6 per cent straight 
with a penalty of forfeiture of principal and 
interest forits violation. Suchalaw would 
drive money-loaners out of the state to jocali- 
ties where laws are more equitable, and the 
result would be that thousands of farmers 
whose homes are mortgaged would go to the 
wail because they could not secure an exten- 
sion of mortgage. Itis safe to state that the 
republicans will oppose this recommendation 
bitterly.

BUNCOED BY A DYING MAN. 


Breath He Managed to Se- 
cure $10,000. 


New York, January 4.—William Noble, 
the millionaire builder, has been swindled out 
of $10,000 through one of the most remarkable 
bunco games ever played in New York. A 
man lay on his deathbed and, with the full 
knowledge that he could never enjoy the 
fruits of the swindle, deliberately planned 
and helped to carry through the game that his 
confederate might reap the benefit of it. 
About the Ist of July a physician was ap- 
proached by a stranger who gave his namé as 
James D. Weston. He said he had a friend 
lying very ill at» the Continental hotel and 
asked the doctor tocall on him. The doctor 
went to see the friend, who said he was George 
C. Bowers. He was a man of about forty, suf- 
fering from enlargement of the spleen. There 
was no hope of his recovery. 

“IT cannot die yet,’’ said Bowers. “There 
is a fortune in my grasp. I want only a year 
of life to be a millionaire.’’ Then he said 
he had located arich mine in Colorado, but 
@ survey proved that it’was noton his own 
claim, but on that of his friend Weston. He 
had not told the latter, and would not until 
he could raise $10,000 to buy it, and that he 
might leave his mother a fortune.

A MAN WHO ESCAPES WHENEVER 
HE FEELS LiKE IT. 


THE CAREER OF A DESPERADO 


Who Has Made Eight Escapes in Seven 
Years by Various Cunning Devices— 
His Latest Break. 


DUNNELLON, Fla., January 4.—[Special.)— 
Jim Uta, a life convict, is at large, escaping 
under circumstances that add another chapter 
to a Strangeiy eventful career. 

Ota came of a mixed strain of Spanish, In- 
dian and negro blood. He was almost white 
with the profile of the Spaniard and the taci- 
turnity that bespoke the Seminole in him. 
Eight years'ago he was caught red banded in 
burglary at Pensacola, and sentenced to life 
imprisonment. He took his doom quietly, but 
he came to the convict camp with a fixed, un- 
wavering determination to escape, and the 
memoirs of evén such historic prison breakers 
as the Baron Trenck or Henry De la Tude, 
who laughed at the bolts and bars of the 
bastile. contain no parallel to this man’s in- 
domitable will and patience. 

HIS FIRST ESCAPE, 

His first escape was from the turpentine 
works, then under the lease of Major 
Wise. He dug a pit beneath the bunks 
in thé cellhouse, and concealed himself there. 
When the prisoners wefe taken out, he stole a 
snit of clothes, made his way to Jack- 
sonville, and was arrested just as he was get- 
ting on a boat. 

THEY CUT THEIR CHAINS. 

The next time the gang cut their chains, 
tied them with twine, and overpowered the 
guards. Recaptured, he was quiet for a year, 
and then suddenly ran from the guard amida 
shower of bullets. He was wounded and 
finally recaptured. 

Years passed, and then he disappeared one 
day mysteriously from the wood gang, in the 
face of alarge guard. He was rearrested a 
week afterwards. <A year afterward he 
clubbed the guard and fled, be- 
ing canght only after a six weeks’ 
hard chase. ‘Two years ago he escaped from a 
turpentime camp in Suwanee county. Ota 
and four others ran one day in the woods.

dated the 5d instant: :

Captain Seward gave three of them 
permission te go into the hostile camp after 
their families, who have not yet returned. 

“The police and the scouts are rendering go« 
service, and by their vigorous firing prevenute 
the hostiles from burning the agency build- 
ings.”’ ; 

A reporter tonight called the attention of 
the commissioner to the reports from Pine 
Ridge saving|General Miles had recommended 
the removal of the Indian agents at Pine Ridge 
and other p'aces, and to the statement that 
the Indians were slowly starving to death.

The story which he tells about the murder is 


interesting. 

In brief, it is as follows; 

He saysa Mrs. Tanner, nee Mrs. Wright 
had two children by her first husband, Jessie 
and Nancy Wright. They lived near 
the laboratory. One day Nancy, who was 
about fifteen years old, came to town and sold 
wood for $3. On her return home she met the 
woman Henrietta Grier, who was then about 
eighteen years old, and showed her the money. 
Henrietta went with Nancy to Mrs. Tanner’s 
and spent the night on the premises. The 
next morning early Henrietta and Nancy went 
into the woods to cut stuinp lightwood. Nancy 
had the money with her. They had com- 
menced to cut and split wood off 
of a stump, and when Nancy 
stooped over to pick up the wood, Henrietta 
struck Nancy three blows on thé head with 
the blade of an ax, killing her instantly. The 
brains were scattered in all directions. 

Nancy failing to come home a search was 
instituted and the body was found the next 
morning, where it had lain cold in death all 
night. The news of the murder came to town 
and Captain Simpson and others immediately 
commenced an investigation, which led to the 
arrest of Henrietta. The money was found on 
her person and her clothes were stained 
with blood and brains. She confessed to the 
crime. She wasjarraigned and found guilty, but 
as she would become a motherin s.x months 
from the time of the trial, the jury, at the 
suggestion of the judge, did not sentence her 
to be hanged, but recommended that she be 
imprisoned for life.

At times an attraction is 
booked by one manager for the accommo- 
dation of. another, as in some places, 
theater goers want a different class of attrac- 
tions than are wanted by others, and the public 
wust judge of the merit by the extent of their 
patronage.”’ 

Manager Horne is always candid enough to 
teil what merit an attraction has when asked, 
so there is no reason for amy one to be disap- 
pointed, if they will take the trouble to make 
an inquiry. 

Macon has at last gained a reputation as 
being a good show city, and so much confi- 
dence has the management in its growth, that 
he feels warranted in booking attractions for 
every nightin the week, if those who are 
worthy of appearing here make application for 
dates.

I 
reinember it especiaily as had just entered 
the ottice of the ministry. It wasa year of 
hard times. A great panic had tlung hundreds 
of thousands of people penniless. Starvation 
entered habitations that had never before 
known a want. Domestic life, in many cases, 
became a tragedy. Suicide, garroting, bur- 
lary, assassination were rampant. 
What an awful day that was when 
the banks went down. There’ has 
been nothing like itin thirt®years, and I pray 
God there may not be anything liko it in the 
next thirty centuries. Talk about your Black 
Fridays! It was Black Saturday, Black Sun- 
day, Biack Monday, Black Tuesday, Black 
Wednesday, Black Thursday, as well as Black 
Friday. 

This nation in its extremity fell helpless be- 
fore the Lord and cried for pardon and peace, 
and upon ministers and laymen the power from 
on high descended. Engine hou-es, ware- 
rooms, hotel parlors, museums, factories froin 
12 to 1 o’clock while the operatives were rest- 
ing, were opened for prayers and sermons, 
and inquiry rooms, and Burton's old theater 
on Chambers street, where our ancestors used 
to asseinble to laugh at the comedies, and all 
up and down the streets, and out on the 
docks and on the deck of ships lying at the 
wharf, peopie sang, ‘‘All Hail the Power of 
Jasus’ Name,’’ while others’ cried for 
mercy. A great mass meeting of 
Curistians on a weekday, in  Jayne’s 
hall, Philadelphia, telegraphed to Ful- 
ton street prayer meetingin New York, saying 
‘What hath God wrought ?’”’ and a telegram 
went back, saying, “Two hundred souls saved 
at our meeting today.’’ A ship came through 
the narrows into our harbor, the captain re- 
porting that himself and all the crew had been 
converted to God beween New Orleans and 
New York. In the busiest marts of our busiest 
American cities, {where the worshipers of 
Mammon had been counting their golden beads 
men began to calcu a.e, ‘* What shallfit protita 
man if he gain the whole world and Jose his 
soul.” ~The Wairérs’ in réstaurants after the 
close of their day’s work kneit among the 
tabies where they had served. Policemen asked 
consent of the commissioner of police to be 
permitted to attend religious meetings. At 
Albany members of the New York legislature 
assembied in the room of the court of appeals 
at 8:30 o'c:ock in the morning for 
prayer and praise. Printed invitations were 
sent out to the firemen of New York saying, 
‘‘Come as suits your convenience best, whether 
in fire or citizens’ dress, but come! come!”’ 
Quarrvmen knelt among the rocks. Fisher- 
men kneit in their boats. Weavers kneit 
among the rooms. Sailors knelt among -the 
hammocks. Schooimasters kneli amony 
their classes. A gentleman trav- 
eling said there was a line of pravyer- 
meetings from Omaha to Washington 
city and he might have added, a line of 
prayer meetings from the Atlantic .to the 
Poe tie coast. and from the St. Lawrence to 
the Gulf -of Mexico.

Blucher, at Ligny, the day before, and was — 
upon Brussels; but they laughed at the story an

Why not? Was not Wellington there, and was 
he not dancing with the sweet, baby-faced Lady 
De Ros? 

But by the by rumors came thicker and faster; 
and there was mounting in hot haste, and many 
ranaway, and the rest stood whispering with white 
lips: “The foe! They come! They come! 

Well, they did come, and upon Sunday,June 18th, 
was fought one of the greatest battles known to 
the history of the world. Bonaparte whipped 
Wellington out of his boots, and the iatter had 
commenced to retreat when Riucher, let in through 
Grouchy’s treachery, turned the tide, and changed 
the history of the world. 

And the death of Lady DeRos at midnight of 
Wednesday-Thursday, just as the old year was 
passing into the new, and who waltzed with Well- 
ingtom on that famous night, recalls this interest- 
ing story. , 


THE WORLD’S GREATEST MAN. 
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How He Inspired Fear 
Bravest. 
From The New York Tribune. 
From the opening of his career Napoleon in- 
spired fear in all who approached him. What this 
fear was Madame de Stae! has told us, andit would 
not be possible to improve on her vivid descrip- 
tion ur her piercing analysis of the strange char- 
acter before which she felt herself humbled and 
subjected. She saw him first on his return to 
France after the treaty of Campo-Formio. To a 
feeling of admiration, she says, there quickly 
succeeded a yery marked sentiment of fear. **Yet,” 
she proceeds, *‘he had at this time no power, and 
it was even thought that he was threatened by the 
dark suspjcions of the directory.”” Theke was in 
his position, therefore, no reason for such a feel- 
ing as she experienced. The fear she felt ‘‘was 
only caused by the singular effect of his person- 
ality upon nearly all who approached him.” Then 
she dissects this effect subtly: “1 have seen men 
worthy of all respect; I havealso seen brutal men ; 
but there was something in the impression made 
upon me by Bonaparte which recalled neither of 
these. I very soon perceived that his character 
could not be defined by the conventional terms in 
common use; he was neither good nor bad, nor 
gentle nor cruel, in the ordinary meaning of the 
words. Such a being, having no peer, could neither 
experience resentment nor sympathy; he was 
either more or less than a man; his attitude, his 
spirit, his language, are evidences of an alien 
nature. *** Instead of becoming reassured at 
seeing Bonaparte often, I grew more apprehensive 
the more 1 saw of him. I felt, in a confused way, 
that no emotion of the heart could touch him. 
He looks upon human creature as a fact or 
thing, and not as his own like. He neither hates 
vior loves ; for him nothing exists but himself; all 
the 1est of the world are mere ciphers.” 
@ Madame de Stael was a woman, and it might be 
said that she was therefore peculiarly sensitive ;but 
men, and strong men, and rough, hard men, ex- 
perienced the same mysterious domination, the 
same inexplicable physical terror in Napoleon's 
presence. When General Augereau went to see 
the young Bonaparte, intending to bully and over- 
awe him, he found all his purposes melting away 
in the presence of his proposed victim. He re- 
mained mute, took Napoleon’sjrders, and retiring 
humbly declared to Massena that the little devil 
ot-a genera) had frightened him. Another rough 
soldier, noted for his severity and brutality, went 
through the sameexperience. Vandamme, speak- 
ing of the emperor, said: ‘This devil of a man 
exercises a fascination upon me that I can’t un- 
derstand. Though I fear neither God nor devil, 
when I approach him 1] am ready to tremble like a 
child; and I would go through fire and water for 
him.”

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THE CONGREGATION OF THE SECOND 
BAPTIST WORSHIP. 


A Union Service in the Afternoon—The 
Work of Tearing Down the Old 
Church Building. 


The congregation of the Second Baptist had 
services in their tabernacle yesterday. 

This is a@ temporary house of worship to be 
used regularly hereafter until the old church 
is reinoved and the new one completed. The 
tabernacle is quite a plain wooden structure 
on Mitchell strect, next to Lewis’s cracker 
factory, on the corner of Loyd. 

First, at 10 o’clock, was Sunday school. 

At 11 o’clock there was preaching by the 
pastor, Rev. Dr. McDonald. 

The house was crowded. 

The text was from the twelfth chapter of 
Exodus: ‘This month shall be unto you the 
beginning of months; it shall be the first 
month of the year to you.”’ 

It was an appropriate and powerful sermon: 

In the afternoon at 3 o'clock there was a 
union meeting of Atlanta Baptist churches at 
the tabernacle. The service could hardly be 
called a dedicatory service, having none of the 
formalities of such an occasion, but it was in 
honor of the dedication of the tabernacle, 
temporarily, as a place of divine worship. 

Addresses were made by Dr. S. Y. Jameson, 
of West End; Dr. J. B. Hawthorne, Dr. Vir- 
gil Norcross, Dr. Mitchell, of the Third Bap- 
tist, and Judge James A. Anderson. 

Hereafter services will be held regularly in 
the tabernacle until the new church is com- 
pleted. 

Tearing Down the Old Church. 


This work is going on very rapidly. 

On Monday last Mr. Henry Pilcher, of the 
Louisville Organ Company, began taking down 
the organ to remove it toits place of storage 
at Mr. E. H. Thornton’s, 103 Washington street. 
Atthe same time a force of workmen, under 
direction of the contractor, began the work of 
demolition, and so rapid has been the progress, 
that by Thursday noon, when the last loads of 
the organ were removed from the building, 
almost the entire main floor had disappeared. 
Friday afternoon crowds of people gathered 
about the premises to witness the fall of the 
steeple. his was affected by means of a 
strong rope thrown around the spire after it 
had been weakened by sawing through a por- 
tion of the uprights connecting it with the 
tower. The crowd became so great, that the 
contractor feared some accident, and so an- 
nounced his intention of postponing the work. 
This had the effect of dispersing the people, 
and later in the evening, while the street was 
comparatively clear, he summoned his laborers 
to the end of an immense lever which acted on 
the rope passing through the large pulley, and 
after a vigorous effort the steeple came 
topling over towards Mitchel) street and fell 
with crushing force within the limits of the 
church lot. 

Yesterday the work of destruction was con- 
tinued, and it will be but a short while before 
the ground will be cieared and the work be- 
gun on the magnificent,.building which this 
congregation have planitd, and which they 
have the means to complete.

PRESBYTERIAN SUNDAY SCHOOL. 


Dedication of Its Room in the New Church 
-~Church and School Flourishing. 


The Sunday school department of the new 
Third Presbyterian church on Luckie street, 
held its dedicatory services in the new school- 
rooin yesterday morning, commencing at nine 
o’clock. 

The scholars first metin the old church on 
Baker street and marched in a body to their 
new place of religious learning. In the pro- 
cession were 129 scholars, seventeen teachers 
and four officers. The superintendent, Cap- 
tain R. L. Barry, conducted the services, 
which differed in no respect from those held 
every Sunday. 

After the services were closed the school 
session met and recived Willie Heller as the 
first member in the new school. 

Then occurred the ordination of Mr. Robert 
E. Barry, Mr. Robert Cox, Mr. James Bezell 
and Mr. Cowdy as deacons of the church. 

The pastor, Rey. A. R. Holderby, conducted 
the ordination ceremony, and at its conclusion 
preaghed a very interesting and appropriate 
sermon, taking for his text Haggai 11:6: ‘“‘The 
glory of God shall fill the house.”’ 

The services were concluded with. the ad- 
ministration of the holy communion. A large 
congregation was present at the church services 
and the full membership of the Sunday school 
was present at the dedication of the room. 

This Sunday school was organized in 1871 
under the supervision of the First Presbyte- 
rian church, with Mr. Norcross, now the Bap- 
tist minister, as superintendent. From it 
sprung the church society, which organized in 
1874, and took the name of Third Presbyterian 
church. The society has surmounted ali ob- 
stacles, and is now ina flourishing condition, 
with a membership of 206 persons. 

Their commodious and beautiful brick and 
stone house of worship on Luckie street, has 
cost, in its present -unfinished condition, 
$5,100, the lot being a gift of Mr. W. A. 
Moore. An unpaid balance of $1,500 
yet remains, which the society can easily take 
care of, so the future prospects of the church 
are very bright. 

The church proper will not be ready for 
occupancy until the latter part of April, and 
somtbly the beginning of sey at which time 
the dedication will be held. It has a seating 
capacity of 400 to 450 people. 

Until the church is finished services will be 
held in the Sunday school room, which holds 
comfortably 500 people.

A Sunday Morning Tragedy in the Kimball 
House—The Murderer Makes 
His Escape. 3 


About 7 o’clock yesterday morning one negro 
killed another in the Kimball house kitchen. 

A keen-bladed pocket-knife was the instru- 
ment of death. 

Both men were cooks. 

The quarre)! originated in the most trifling 
dispute, concerning where # saucershould be 
placed. 

After the killing the murderer escaped, and 
nothing has been heard of him since. 

THE LAST QUARREL. 

Louis Matthews, the negro who was killed, 
was engaged in making coffee. 

‘‘Doc” Lowe, alias Long, was a vegetable 
cook. 

Both were engaged, with others, in prepar- 
ing breakfast. 

The only witness who has yet testified be- 
fore the coroner’s jury, another negro cook, 
gave substantially this acoount. 

When the two men were tirst heard dis- 
puting they were moving a saucer back and 
forth. 

“That saucer don’t belong here,” said one 
of them, ‘‘you let it stay there.” 

‘Don’t put that saucer back here,” was the 
reply. 

No special attention was paid to the dispute 
until Lowe suddenly picked up the saucer and 
threw it at Matthews, missing him, but strik- 
ing u post near his head. 

The instant he threw the saucer, Lowe fol- 
lowed up his attack with a knife. 

Before Matthews realized his peril the fatal 
blow had been struck. 

The knife entered just over and in front o 
the left ear, laid open the left cheek. The 
knife came out just below the chin, and then 
entered the throat above the collar bone and 
made another gash. 

IT WAS ONE STRIKE. 

From the continuity of direction, and from 
other circumstantial evidence, it is certain 
that onlv one lunge was made with the knife. 

That, from the point near the left temple 
where the gash started, to the point on. the 
breast where it stopped, was nine inches long. 

It was a horrible wound. 

HE BLED TO DEATH. 

The wounded negro walked up the stairway 
and out on the sidewalk, then across Decatur 
steet towards the old Stoney-Gregory place. 

At the corner he staggered and fell to the 
ground. 

He was dying. 

Before anything could be done for him he 
was dead, lying in a poo! of blood. 

His path from the kitchen tothe drug store 
corner was a continuous line of blood. 

THE MURDERER ESCAPES. 

Lowe, the murderer, escaped. 

This was easily done, in the first place, on 
account of the confusion in the kitchen. 

Patrolman Moncrief hastened to the scene 
of the murder, but Lowe had disappeared. 
The ofticer asked for a description. 

“I MET THAT NEGRO.”’ 

As this was given, the officer reeognized a 
man he had just passed near the hotel en- 
trance. 

‘I met that negro,’’ he-exclaimed, ‘‘not five 
minutes ago.”’ 

This is the description: 

Dock Lowe, alias Dock Long, age twenty- 
two to twenty-five years, five feet seven inches, 
165 pounds, copper color, scar.on forehead half 
inch long, has his hair cut pompadore. Lowe 
was coffee maker at Kimball house. 

THE INQUEST. 

The body of the dead cook was carried to 
Dave Howard’s undertaking establishment on 
Pryor street. 

Coroner Avary impaneled a jury at 4 o'clock. 

After an exainination of the body at the 
undertaker’s, the jury adjourned to the cap- 
tain’s room at the station house, where the 
examination was begun. 

Only one witness was examined, giving sub- 
stantially the account given above. 

The jury then adjourned until 9 o’clock this 
morning, when other witness will be ex- 
amined.

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DR. LEE ATTACKS THE IMMERSION 
CONTROVERSY. 
And Says That the Revs. Armistead and 
Carswell Ought te Have Lived Three 
Hundred Years Ago. - 


The Rev. J. W. Lee, in his sermon at Park 
Street Methodist church in West End, yester- 
day morning, incidentally paid his respects to 
the controversy now going on in Douglasville 
between the Revs. Armistead, Methodist, and 
Carswell, Baptist. 

He said that no earthly good could come out 
of such a controversy, and that both of these 
ministers would be much better employed if 
instead of making discord and antagonism 
over a question which was not essential to sal- 
vation, they would use the same energy to 
the direction of sinners to the path of e haven.

Hon. W. A. Hemphill wil! qualify as mayor 


of Atlanta today. 

And the members-elect of the general coun- 
cil will be sworn in. 

The change in the administration will take 
place after the present general council ad- 
journs sine die. 

That may be before dark and it may be after 
dark 


When Mayor Pro Tem. Hutchison calls the 
general council of 1590 to order this afternoon, 
the usual routine work wil! be cared for. 
Then the officers, boards, commissions, and 
committees will present their annual reports. 
Some of these papers will prove tuite inter 
esting, and nearly every one of them will be 
long. Much time will be consamed in the 
work, 

After the general council has completed its 
work there will be an adjournment. 

Mayor Glenn will then call the body to order 
and in addition to the members of 1890, the 
mayor-elect and members-elect for 1891 will be 
present. Mayor Glenn wiil then read his vale- 
dictory, and the paper promises to be one full 
of interest. After Mayor Glenn’s valedictory 
the body will adjourn sine die. 

Then Hon. W. A. Hemphill will be sworn 
in and in turn the mem bers 
of the aldermanic board and council elected 
with him will qualify. Mayor Hemphill 
will deliver his inaugural and then announce 
his standing committees for 1891. 

Iinmediately after this there will be an elec- 
tion for mayor pro tem. 

Hon. H. G. Hutchisen, the present incum- 
bent, has been mentioned for the position. 

So has Hon. Frank P. Rice. 

And Hon. James G. Woodward. 

Subsequent to the election of a mayor pro 
tem., a member of the water board to succeed 
Hon. C. C. Hammock, deceased, will take 
place, with Mayor Hemphill in the chair. 
Mr. H. C. Stockdell, Mr. Jacob Haas 
and Judge Hillyer have been mentioned 
as Judge Hammock’s successor. 

Two members of the board of health are to 
be chosen, too. Dr. Baird and Dr. Curtis go 
out. Both gentlemen are candidates for re- 
election. Several other gentlemen have been 
mentioned, too, for the position. Of those 
mentioned Dr. K. C. Divine says that he will 
not allow the use of his name for the position. 

One of the most interesting features of the 
organization of the new body is Mayor Hemp- 
hill’s standing committee. A great many 
guesses have been made as to 
these committees, but Major Hemphill 
has been extremely reticent, and refuses to 
disclose his slate. 

It is presumed that there will be a large 
audience present to witness the change of gov- 
erninent.
